Joseph Reagan et al. vs. Wm. Galloway. 
Complaint, from Rockdale. 


WARNER, C. J. 


This was an action brought by the plaintiff 
against the defendant to recover the sum of 
$500, the same being the balance due the 
plaintiff fore tract of land in Rockdale 
county. On the trial of the%case the jury 
found a verdict for the plaintiff, whereupon 
the defendant made a motion fora new trial 
on the several grounds stated therein, which 
was overruled, and the defendant excepted. 
It appears from the evidence in the record 
that the plaintiff sold the tract of land to 
Stewart for the purpose of erecting a distil- 
lery thereon. Stewart paid $500, one- 
half of the purchase money, and gave plain- 
tiff his note for $500, the plaintiff giving 
Stewart his bond to make a title to the land 
when the note was paid. A short time be- 
fore the note became due Reagan, one of the 
defendants, stated to plaintifl that they had 
bought an interest in the land and distillery 
from Stewart, and proposed to the plaintiff, 
asa matter of accommodation to them, that 
he should taketheir notein the place of 
Stewart’s note for the balance of the unpaid 
purchase money due for the land, 
and make them a deed to the land 
instead of Stewart, plaintiff, with Stew- 
art's assent, consented to th's arrange- 
ment, made a warranty deed to 
the defendants for the Jand, Stewart giv- 
ing up to plaintiff his bond, and offered to 
Reagan Stewart's note, when he said, hold 
that note until Webbecomes up in a few days 
and we will give you onr note, which they 
have not done, or paid forthe land. At the 
time of this transaction the defendants were 
in possession of the land and distillery, and 

been for some time previous thereto, and 
continued in ion thereof until the same 
was sold, as hereinafter stated. The defend- 
ants pleaded in defense of the plaintiff’s ‘ac- 
tion a breach of the warranty of title to the 
land contained in the plaintiff’s deed to them. 
It appears in the record, that after the sale of 
the land to Stewart, to-wit: on the 7th of 
June, 1869, the plaintiff executed under his 
hand and seal an instrument in writing grant- 
ing his consent to Parr to erect and carry on 
a distillery on the land, reciting therein that 
it was the land which he had sold to Parr 
& Stewart on the 10th day of October, 1868, 
and that it should be subject to the revenue 
laws of the United States for taxes and pen- 
alties, which shall have priority of any claim 
of mine, in case of the forfeiture of the dis- 
tillery premises or any part thereof, the title 
to said land shall vest in the United 
States, discharged from any claim I 
bave on said land. This instrument was re- 
corded 16th August, 1869. The deed of 
plaintiff to defendants was executed on the 
13th of November thereafter. There is some 
conflict in the evidence as to whether the de- 
fendants had actual notice of this instrument 
independent of its being recorded at the time 
of the warranty deed to them by the plain- 
tiff, The distillers in possession of the land 
failed to pay the revenue tax due the United 
States, and the land was sold for the payment 
thereof, and the question is whether the de- 
fendants under the facts of the case, can 
plead the same asa breach of the plaintiff's 
warranty of title to the land in bar of his 
right to recover the balance of the purchase 
money for the land due by them therefor ? 
There is no pretence that the plaintiff did not 
have a good title to the land when he sold it 
to Stewart, but it is said he created a lien on 
it by the instrument executed on the 7th 
- June, 1869. By that instrument he consented 
for thé distillery to be erected on the land, 
waived the priority of is claim, and con- 
sented that the title to the land should 
vest in} United Stetes discharged from 
any Claim which /e might have upon the 
land in case of the forfeiture of the distilling 
premises under the revenue laws of the 
United States for taxes and . pen- 
alties. There was no lien created on the land 
by any act of the plaintiff; that instrument 
never would have created a lien on the land 
without something more, and what was 
that? The failure to pay the revenue tax to 
the government for carrying on the distillery 
on the land. Whose act wasthat? It was 
the act of the defendants and their associates, 
who were in possession thereof. The evi- 
dence shows that the defendants were in the 
possession of the land and distillery for some- 
time before the deed was made by the plain- 
tiff, and continued in possession until the 
land was sold. It was their act in failing to 
pay the revenue tax that created a lien on 
the land and caused it to be sold. If they 
had pertormed their duty in that respect, the 
instrument executed by the plaintiff would 
not have done them any harm, or have inter- 
fered with their title to the land. The in- 
strument executed by the plaintiff on the 7ib 
of June, 1869, did not create any lien on the 
land, but the failure of the defend’nts who wer 
in possession of it, carrying ona distille ry 
did, by failing to pay the revenue tax, and 
this lien was created by their own act, after 
the execution of the plaintiff’s warranty deed 
of the land to them, consequently they can- 
not set up their own wrongtul act subsequent 
to the making of the warranty deed to them 
by the plaintitf, which created the lien under 
the revenue laws of the United States by 
which the land was sold, as a breach of the 
plaintiffs warranty of his title to the land so 
as to avoid the payment of the balance f 
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of 
J ty until Court, w it was 
voluntarily paid by the defendant or made by 
the ssleof his property in order to ha 
been protected i: the payment thereof by the 
judgment of the Court. Although the Jus- 
tice Court fi. fas “might have been the oldest, 
still if they had been fraudulent, or void for 
the sheriff would have taken the 
risk ifhe had paid them without the judg- 
ment of the Court. The rule against the 
sheriff should have been made absolute 
against him only for the amount due thereon, 
which he failed to collect from the defend- 
ant, either by his voluntary payment there- 
of, or by a levy and sale of his property, and 
no more. The Justice’s Court fi. fas. placed 
in the sheriff’s hands had not been levied on 
the defendant’s property, and there was no 
mandate from the Court to the sheriff to 
make the money on them. What disposition 
was to be made of the money when collected 
by the sheriff on the Cardwell & Co. fi. fa., 
was another question. We, therefore, reverse

When an administrator was sued in eject- 
ment, and contracted with an attorney to de- 
fend the suit, and agreed to give him one half 
the land if the défense was successful, and 
the attorney eo employed procured another 
attorney to represent him at the trial, and 
the defense proving successful, the adminis- 
trator sold the land under an order of the 
Ordinary, had it laid off for himself and 
the substituted attorney, and then di- 
vided the land between himself and 
the substituted attorney, and the attorney 
first employed filed a bill against the admin- 
istrator, and the substituted attorney, fora 
specific performance of the original agree- 
ment: 

HELD, That it was not error for the Chan- 
cellor to charge the jury that a bill for speci- 
fic performance would lie in such a case 
against the administrator and the substituted 
attorney. 

HELD, further, in this case, that as it turns 
entirely on the credibility of the witnesses, 
the testimony being strikingly in conflict, 
the jury was the proper tribunal to decide 
between the parties, and there being no error 
of the Court in his charge, the verdict ought 
not to be disturbed.

HELD, That the amendment did not intro- 
duce a new cause of action but only added 
an ttem to the original cause and if the plea 
of the Statute of of limitations was not good 
to the original suit it was not good to the 
amendment.

AFTER PUBLIC POT-LUCK. 


TWENTY-FIVE THOUSAND SOUTH- 
ERN AND THREE HUNDRED AND 
SIXTY-SIX MEXICAN CLAIMS 
REPORTED — TWENTY 
THOUSAND MORE SOUTH- 
ERN BEHIND. 


WasnIxGton, November 4.—The Southern 
Claims Commission will,in the middle of 
December,report to Congress on 25,000 claims, 
being three or four hundred more than last 
ear. The amount involved is upward of 
$1,000,000, the former award being about 
900,000. At least one-third of the claims 
have been disallowed, owing to the law which 
requires proof of continuous loyality. Con- 
gress at a late session, extended the term of 
the Commission four years from the fourth 
of March last, but prohibited any further 
petitions from being presented and filed, de- 
claring all claims not presented before that 
time shall be deemed to be barred forever. 
It is ascertained that many claimants thus 
excluded, intend to avail tremselves of the 
constitutional right of petition. Their pe- 
titions will be referred to the Committee on 
Claims, and will, it is thought, ultimately find 
their way to the Commissioner. 

Deducting the 2,500 claims to be reported 
on, about 20,000 remain on hand to be adju- 
dicated. Thereis much dissatisfaction on 
account of cutting down the amounts respec- 
tively claimed, but in every case the Com- 
missioners have made a written report for 
the information of Congress and claimants. 
The United States and Mexican commission 
have acted on the three hundred and sixty- 
six cases presented by Mexico, claiming ia- 
demnity to the amount of $26,009,000 on ac- 
count of Indian raids into Mexico. The 
commissioners disagreeing on these claims, 
the question will be submitted to Sir Edward 
Thornton, the umpire. 


INDIAN BLOODSHED. 

Sr. Louis, November 4.—A dispatch from 
Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, says that 
the Choctaw Indian prisoner inthe hands of 
Deputy Marshals Wilson and Ayers, shot 
those gentlemen at Creek Agency on Sunday 
last, mortally wounding the former and badly 
wounding the latter. Healso shot Berry 
Dural, one of the guards. The murderer was 
subsequently shot and mortally wounded by 
a Creek Indian guard. 


LEWIS GAYLORD CLARK DEAD. 


New York, November 4.—Lewis Gaylord 
Clark died at his residence at Piedmont, on 
the Hudson last night after a sickness of only 
a few hours, resulting from a paralytic stroke. 
Mr. Clark was editor of the Knickerbocker 
Magazine from 1832 till it ceased to exist, 
and subsequently was engaged in the New 
York Custom House, frequently contributing, 
however, ‘o literary periodicals.
